1. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for protecting and retaining a wire, the 
apparatus comprising: 

a molded body forming a passage adapted to receive the wire and retain the wire 
between the molded body and a mounting stnictur e. the molded body bcin^ a single-piece body 
and being suflicientiv strong to contact the wire and retain the wire in a desired position: 

at least three substantially axially parallel apertures through the single^oiecc 
molded body wherein at least one aperture is positioned on an opposite side of the passage ftom 
at least two apertures; and 

at least one fastener adapted to mount the molded body to the mounting 
stmcture^ wherein the molded body is adapted to prevent die at least one fast^er from abutting 
the wire. 

2. (Original) The apparatus or claim 1 , wherein the molded body has only one 
aperture therethrough positioned on an opposite side of the passage from at least two apertures 
through the molded body* 



3. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the at least one fastener is 
integrated within the molded body and extends outward therefrom. 
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4. (Origiaal) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein at least one pair of apertures 
positioned on opposite sides of the passage arc sized to accommodate the at least one fastener, 
the at least one fastener being of a standardized size. 

5. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the at least one fastener is at least 
one staple, 

6. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1, further comprising identifying indicia. 

7. (Original) The apparatus of claim 6, wherein the identifying indicia comprises 
information relating to the at least one fastener, wherein the at least one fastener is a standardized 

size. 

8. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 1, further comprising at ]ea$t one 
of protruding grips and grooves positioned on outer edges of the molded body. 

9- (Currently Amended) An apparatus for protecting and retaining a wire, the 
apparatus comprising: 

a first foot portion having at least one aperture therethrough; 

a second foot portion having at least two apertures therethrough; 

an interconnecting portion connecting the first foot portion to the second foot 
portion wherein the first foot portion, the second foot portion and the interconnecting portion 
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form a passage beneath the interconnecting portion and between the first foot portion and the 
second foot portion adapted to rcceivs ths wire and retain the wire between the interconnecting 
portion and a mounting stnicture; 

at least three apertures through the interconnecting portion substantially axially 
parallel corresponding to and aligned with the apertures of the first and second foot portions; and 

at least one fastener adapted to mount the apparatus to the mounting structure^ 
wherein the apparatus is adapted to prevent the at least one fastener from abutting the wire. 

10. (Original) The a^aratus of claim 9, wherein the first foot pordon has only one 
aperture therethrough. 

1 1. (Original) The apparatus of claim 9» wherein the first foot portion^ the second 
foot portion and the intercoimecting portion form a single body. 

12. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , wherein the at least one &stener is 
integrated within the single body and extends outward therefrom. 

13. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 11, further comprising at least one 
of protruding grips and grooves positioned on outer edges of the single body. 

14. (Original) The apparatus of claim 10, wherein at least one pair of apertures from 
die first and second foot portions is sized to accommodate the at least one fastener, the at least 
one fastener being of a standardized size. 
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15. (Original) The apparatas of claim 10, further comprising identifying indicia. 

16. (Currently Amended) An apparahis for protecting and retaining a wire, the 
apparatus comprising: 

a first foot bortion having at least one aperture therethrough: 

a second foot t>ortion having at least two apertures therethrough; 

an interconnecting portion connecting the first foot portion to the second foot 
portion wherein the firs t foot portion, the second foot portion and the interconnecting portion 
form a passage beneath the interconnecting portion and between the first foot portion and the 
second foot portion adapted to receive the wire and retain the wire between the interconnecting 
portion and a mounting structure: 

at least three apertures through the interconnecting portion corresponding to and 
alimed with the apertures of the first and second foot portions, wherein tlie first foot portion has 
only one aperture therethrough: 

at least one fasten er adapted to mount the apparatus to the mounting structure, 
wherein the apparatu s is adapted to prevent the at least one fastener from abutting the wire: and 

identifying indicia comp rising The apparatim rl-iiTn 1 nrhar^iTi th^ ir1nr»flfi^rjn£ 
indicia comprisos information relating to the at least one fastener, wherein the at least one 
fastener is a standardized size. 

17. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for protecting and retaining a wire, the 
apparatus comprising: 
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a first foot poitiqn having at least one aperture therethrough^ ; 

a second foot portion having at least two apertiires therethrough! 

an interconnecting portion connectine the first foot portion to the second foot 

portion wherein the first foot portion, the second foot portion and the intercQ n qectin^ portion 

form a passage beneath the intercoimecting portion and between the first foot portion and the 

second foot portion adapted to receive the wire and retain the wire between the interconnecting 

portion and a mounting structure; 

atjeast three apertures through the interconnecting portion corresponding to and 

aligned with the apertures of the first and second foot portions, wherein the first foot portion has 

only one aperture therethrough: and 

at least one fastener ad apted to mount the apparatus to the mounting structure- 
wherein the appa ratus is adapted to prevent the at least one fastener from abutting 

the wire, and ¥h e appamtun of claim 1 0^ 

wherein the at least one fastener is at least one st^le.

23, (New) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein the first foot portion, the second foot 
portion and the interconnecting portion form a single body, 

24. (New) The ^parahis of claim 1 7, wherein the at least one fastener is intcgmted 
within the single body and extends outward thcrefirom. 
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25. (New) The apparatus of claim 17, fiirther comprising at least one of protruding 
grips and grooves positioned on outer edges of the single body.
